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AGRICULTURE IN VIRGINIA. 


anteresting Statistics Issued by the 


Census Bureau. 

Washington, July 3.—Thé census bureau 
today issued a report on agriculture in 
Virginja in 1900, showing: that there are 
16,786 farms in the Old Dominion. state, 
with a total valuation of $271,575,200.. Of 
this value 74 per cent was in land and 
all improvements other than buildings. 
The value of farm implements and ma- 
chinery’was $9,911,040, and of live stock 
$42,026,737. 

The total value of farm property in Vir- 
ginia is given at $323,515,977. The total 
value of farm products for 1899 was §$86,- 
648,545, of which 68 per cent was in crops, 
including forest products, cut or pro- 
duced, on farms. The total value of 


§'farm products exceeds that for 1889 by 


1U5 per cent. The gross farm income for 
1899 was $13,545,735, and gross income upon 
investment 2% per cent. During the ijast 
decade the total value of farm property 
has increased $29,027,408, or 10 per eent; 
that of land, imiprovements and buildings 
$17,087,600, or 6.7 per cent; that of imple- 
ments and macRinery $3,317,352, or 60.3 
per cent, and that of live stock $8,622,456, 
or 23.8 per cent. The average size of 
farms is 119 acres, and in ‘three-fourths of 
the counties the farmg increased in value 
during the decade, the decreased values 
being mainly in the southwestern Goun- 
ties. Over 73 per cent of the farms of 
the state are operated by white ltarmers, 
and 27 per cent by colored farmers.’ Of 
the white farmers 71 per cent own all 
Or a part of the farms they operate, and 
59 per cent of the colored farmers have 
a similar interest. The value of the farm 
property of the colored farmers is $24,- 
529,016, over half the total number own- 
ing the farms they operate. Over 32 per 
cent ofall tenants are cash tenants, 

The value of animals sold and animals 
Slaughtered on farms was $13,659,656, or 
16 per cent of all farm products. Tobac- 
co was grown in 1899 by 44,872. farmers, 
who obtained from 184,334 acres a yield 
of 122,884,900 pounds, a gain of 67. per 
cent over the crop area of 1889. 

The total value of the crop was $7,- 
210,195, an average of $161 for each farm 


operating. The average yield per acre 


was 667 pounds.

Washington, July 3.—(Special.)\—Among 
the numerous bills which were rusked 
through in the closing hours of con- 
gress was one introduced by Senator 


Pritchard, of North Carolina, providing 


that those confederate veterans who en- 
listed and served in the federal” army 
prior to Januaty 1, 1865, shall be eligible 
to receive pensions from the United States 
government.

“They were reqiired 
at first to overcome organized ee eae 

ith 
modern arms, iritrenched in an. unknown 
country of mountain defiles, jungles and 
Swamps, apparently capable of inter- 
minable defense. When this resistance 
had been overcome they were required 
to crush out a general system of guer- 
rilla warfare, conducted among a peo- 
ple speaking unknown tongues, from 
whom it was almost impossible to obtain 
the information necessary for successful 
pursuit or to guard against surprise and 
ambushes, 

The enemies by whom they were sur- 
rounded were regardless of all obliga- 
tions of good faith and of all the liraita- 
tions which humanity has imposed upon 
civilized warfare. Bound themselves by 
the laws of war, our soldiers were called 
upon to meet every device of unscrupu- 
lous treachery and to contemplate with- 
out reprisal the infliction of barbarous 
cruelties upon their comrades and friend- 
ly matives. They were instructed, while 
punishing armed resistance, to conciliate 
the friendship of the peaceful, yet had to 
do with a population among whom it 
was impossible to distinguish friend from 
foe, and who in countless instances used 
a false appearance of friendship for am- 
bush and assassination. They were 
obliged to deal with problems of commu- 
nication and transportation in a country 
without roads and frequently made tm- 
passable by torrential rains. They were 
weakened by tropical heat and tropical 
disease. Widely scattered over a great 
archipelago extending a thougand miles 
from north to south, the gravest respon- 
sibilities, involving the life or death of 
their commanders, frequently devolved 
upon young and inexperienced officers 
beyond the reach of specific orders or 
advice. 


Vast Work Accomplished. 


Under all these adverse circumstances 
the army of the Philippines has accom- 
plished its task rapidly and completely. 
In more than 2,000 combets, great and 
small, within three years, it has exhibited 
unvarying courage and resolution. Util- 
izing the lessong of the Indian wars it 
has relentlessly followed the guerrilla 
bands to their fastnesses in mountain and 
jungle and crushed them. It has put an 
end to the vast system of intimidation 
and secret assassination by which the 
peaceful natives were prevented from 
taking a genuine part in government un- 
der American authority. lt has captured 
or forced to surrender subStantially all 
the leaders of the insurrection. It has 
submitted to no discouragement and halt- 
ed at no obstacle. Its officers have shown 
high qualities of command and its men 
have shown devotion and discipline. Its 
splendid, virile erlergy has been accom- 
plished by self-control, patience and mag- 
namity. With surprisingly few individual 
exceptions its course has been character- 
ized by humanity and kindness ‘to the 
prisoner and the non-combatant. With 
admirable good temper, sympathy and 
loyalty to American ideas, its command- 
ing generals have joined with the civilian 
agents of the government in healing the 
wounds of war and assuring to the peo- 
ple of the Philippines the blessings of 
peace and prosperity. Individua} liberty, 
protection of personal rights, civil order, 
public instruction and religious freedom 
have followed its fodtsteps. It has added

UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA — 
PRESENTS GIFT TO HAY 


Secretary Hay Expresses Thanks for 
Present—The Original Is So De- 
terioratéa That It Is Har=- 

_ ily Legible—History of 
Fac Simile. 


“Tashington, July 3.—Representative 
Hay, of Virginia, called at the state de- 
partment‘ today in company with Judge 
J. B. Sener, of Virginia, and presented 
to the department an authenticated fac 
simile reproduction of the Declaration 
of Independence. Judge Sener is presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association of the 
University of Virginia, founded by 
Thomas Jefferson, and presented the doc- 
ument to Secretary Hay in the name of 
that institution of learning with an ap- 
propriate speech, bringing out the fitness 
of the time chosen for the presentation— 
the eve of Independence day and at the 
close of the one hundred and twenty- 
fifth year of Amerfcan independence. 

Secretary Hay responded briefly, ex- 
pressing the gratification of the depart- 
ment for the interesting and valuable 
present, which was especially timely in 
view of the fact that it had recently 
become necessary, on account of the 
rapid deterioration of the ink and parch- 
ment of the original declaration itself, 
to withhold it entirely from public exhi- 
bition. He said that the gift would be 
especially cherished as coming from the 
University of Virginia, one of the prin- 
cipa] monuments of Jefferson's fame and 
one of the institutions dearest to his 
heart. The fac simile bears the signa- 
ture of Columbus Delano, secretary of 
the interior, and M. D. Leggett, commis- 
sioner of patents, and the following in- 
scription: 

‘‘Presented to the department of state, 
of which Thomas Jefferson was the first 
secretary, by James B. Sener, president 
of the General Alumni Association of the 
University of Virginia, at the close of 
the one hundfed and twenty-fifth year of 
American independence, July 3, 1902,’’ 


Judge Sener’s Remarks. 


Judge Sener’s remarks were as follows: 

“Mr. Secretary: On this 3d of July, 
1902, at the close of the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth year of American independ- 
ence, the original engrossed copy of the 
Declaration of Independence, now in 
your office, being illegible and not shown 
to visitors because of its general bad 
condition, I am in your presence as s- 
ident of the General Alumni Association 
of the University of Virginia, and by 
reason of previously obtained permission 
so to do, to present to the state depart- 
ment, over which you so worthily pre- 
side, a fac simile photo-litho copy of the 
Declaration of Independence. . This copy 
was made more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, whilst yet it was possible to 
reproduce it. --Mr. Jefferson was your 
first predecessor as prime minister 
the United States, and though he served 
as viee president and ptesident of this 
great republic, yet, in his old age, when 
his end’ was approaching, he left the re- 
quest. that if it were deemed desirable 
to erect any monument over him, it 
should be a simple obelisk with the in- 
scription: 

‘Here Was Buried 
“THOMAS JEFFERSON, 

“Author of the Declaration of Independ- 


ence, 
“Of the Statute of Religious Freedom, 
“And 
“Father of the University of Virginia.”’ 

“The stone over his remains has been 
erécted with that simple inscription at 
Monticello, where it stands today in 
sight of the great university which he 
founded and loved so well. 

Declaration Has Faded. 

“It seems to me, Mr. Secretary, since 
the great Declaration has faded from 
view, that it is peculiarly appropriate 
that a fac simile copy of it should be 
placed in some big départment of this 
government which Jefferson did so much 
to establish and to develop, and of all 
the departments of the government, 
that of the department of state, of which 
he was the first secretary, is the one 
wherein such a copy should be kept, 
that the people of his own country, as 
of the world, may, if they wish, be 
enabled to look upon a reproduction of 
that great original state paper, and as 
Mr. Jefferson regarded the establishment 
of the University of Virginia as one of 
the three greatest accomplishments of 
his life, it is befitting for the alumni 
of that ‘institution, through its president, 
to bring to and present, through you, 
this offering to the state department of 
Our great republic, and to ask that it 
may be accepted ds the  university’s 
tribute to its great founder and to the 
republic whose birth the Declaration of 
Independence proclaimed.”’

The wit- 
tess then continned: 

‘He told me that he and Foster and 
Dimple Lawrence had been over to Hamp- 
ton Pineg Club. All taree had gone from 
there te Ternell’s, where he and Foster 
had a fight on ‘the beaca. Foster took him 
by the throat and threw him down. He 
also told me that Foster and Dimple had 
been in the same room together in Tern- 
ell’s.”*

ness said, told him ‘that he had been go- 
ing with Miss Lawrsance for about a 
year and that she was tis girl. He also 
said that she was a good girl.

Taft Delivers Practically an Ul- 
limatum Regarding Philippines 


Secretary Root Cables Judge Taft 
. Just What United States Will 
Do, and the Note Is Im- 
mediately Delivered to 
Papal Secretary. 


Rome, July 3—Judge W. H. Taft, civil 
governor of the Philippine i8lands, today: 
received a long cable message from Sec- 
retary Root containing the department's 
final instructions concerning the note re- 
lating to the disposition of the friar 
lands in the islands, which was drawn 
up here Tuesday, and this afternoon Ma- 
jor Porter delivered the note to Cardinal 
Rampolla, the papal secretary of state. 

Answering the vatican’s note propos- 
ing to have the new apostolic delegate 
at Manila settle the question of the re- 
ligious orders, Judge Taft in his note re- 


marks: 

“Thus would be lost the advantages 
expected from a direct contract clearly 
determining the principal lines upon 
which cooperation between the state and 
the church may be assured.”’ 

The note proposes the purchase of the 
land of the Dominicans and Augustin- 
jans at a price to be determined upon 
by five arbitrators, two to be chosen by 
the United States, two by the yatican, 
and one by a neutral, say the British 
goVernor of India. ’ 

The price to be paid in Mexican dollars, 
one-third immedigtely, a third in nine 
months and a third in eighteen months, 
with interest at 4% per cent. 

Payment to be made to a person chosen 
by the vatican. 

The former Spanish crown lands now 
in possession of the American govern- 
ment, on which there are ecclesiastical 
buildings, to be handed over to an et- 
clesiastical official appointed by the vat- 
ican. 

The ordinary courts to decide concern- 
ing the land retained by the church but 
claimed by the municipalities. 

The United States to pay an indem- 
nity for the buildings used by the Amer- 
ican troops. But nothing is to be paid 
until the title deeds are in the hands 
of the Philippine government. 

All friars of the four orders shall with- 
draw within two years from the first 
payment. No Spanish friars may be 
substituted for those withdrawn. 

The churches, schools and universities 
may be directed by Spanish clergy or 
orders other than those withdrawn, or 
by clergy of the same orders who are 
not Spanish. It is necessary to convince 
the Filipinos that the ancient regime of 
the Spanish friars is finished. 

The note reminds the vatican that the 
orders stil] publish a paper in Manila 
which is anti-American and anti-Philip- 
pine, but pro-Spanish, and that the or- 
ders possess property in Manila to the 
value of nearly six million Mexican do). 
lars, while that of the Catholic church 
is only valued at three and a half mil- 
lion Mexican dellars. This is very signifi- 
cant, as the orders have also a large 
capital at interest, besides the lana 
which it is now proposed the government 
should purchase. To reach the desired 
object, the best thing is to prevent any 
member of the faqur withdrawing orders, 
without distinction of nationality, from 
being sent to the islands. 

The note ends with calling the attention 
of the vatican to the clause regarding 
religious teaching in the public schools. 
saying that Judge Taft's » instructions 
prevent further discussion of the matter. 
It also calls the attention of Cardinal 
Rampolla to the sixteenth section of the 
general law for Philippine schools, a 
copy of which is inclosed. 

The note is accompanied by the kind 
of contract Which Judge Taft proposes 
will be signed.

Southern Educators Have 
Unanimously Adopted 
It. 


ELECTION 0 FOFFICERS 
BY THE ASSOCIATION 


New Constitution Makes Some Im- 
portant Changes—Purposes of ti 
Association Set Forth in 
the Document—Yester- 

day’s Sessi~ ~

Chattanoog%, renn., July 3.—At the 
session of the Southern Educationa] As- 
sociation this morning the following of- 
ficers were elected by the unanimous 
vote of the association: 

President, Colonel J. W. Nicholson; of 
the Louisiana State university; vice 
president, W.. N. Sheats, state superin- 
tendent of Florida; treasurer, M. M. 
Ross, president of West. Virginia State 
Normal school; secretary, Frank M. 
Smith, ex-state superintendent of public 
instruction, state of Tennessee. The 
new constitution adopted is as follows: 

“This organization shall be known as 
the Southern Educational Association. 

“2. Its purpose shall be the deVelop- 
ment of educaffonal thought and interest 
in the southern states. 

“3. Any white teacher or other white 
person ‘interested in educational work 
and educationa] institutions for whites 
may become a member upon the pay- 
ment of annual fee of §$2. 

“4. Its officers shall be a president, a 
vice president, a secretary, a treagurer, 
an executive committee, a board of state 
managers. 

‘>. The president and treasurer shall 
be elected annually by a majority of the 
assocfation and the retiring president 
Shall be the vice president, 

“6. The treasurer shall give such bond 
as the. executive committee may de- 
mané, 

“7. The secretary shall be elected upon 
the adoption of this consti¥etion for a 
term of five years. During. this time he 
may be removed for cause by recom- 
mendation of the board of state man- 
agers. He-shall give his whole time and 
attention *to the interest of this associa- 
tion and shall receive a salary of not 
more than $1,500, said salary to be paid 
by the executive committee after all 
other necessary expenses shal] have been 
pid from income on hand¢ provided it 
be sufficient. , 

‘8. The executive committee shall be 
composed of the president, vice president 
and secretary and shall determine the 
time and place of meetings and audit all 
accounts and shall settle all matters 
relative to the association when same is 
not in session, 

‘9. There shall be a board of state’ 
managers, consisting of ong member 
from each state, each member to be se 
lected by his delegation and appointed 
by the president. 

‘10. There shall be committee on nomi- 
nations, resolutions and permanent or- 
ganization, to be made up in a similar 
manner-to the state managers. ) 

“ll. . During a period of two years 
from the adoption of this.constitution it 
can be amended at any annual meeting 
by a two-thirds majority of those voting. 
After a period any proposed amendment 
must be laid on the table one year. 

‘12. The following departments shall 
be constituent parts of this association 
and programmes shal]. be provided for 
Same: (1) Kindergarten, (2) elementary 
education, (3) rural schools, (4) child 
study, (5) normal schools, (6) industrial 
education, - (7). secondary education, (8) 
superintendence, (9) higher education.” 

Resolutions Presented. 

The committee on resolutions reported 
as follows: 

“Your committee on resolutions desire 
to submit the following report: Beliey. 
ing that educe.tion, next to the Christian 
religion, is the greatest civilizer, the 
Southern Educational Assoelation re- 
affirms its purpose to continue to strive 
for that educational policy which shall 
guarantee the blessings of public educa- 
tion to all fhe people. 

“Since it is’ a fact that elght-ninths 
of the editable children in the south 
are in rural communities,, therefore, this 
association pledges itself to use al] the 
means at its command for the promotion 
of a wholesome rural school sentiment 
and for the upbuilding of a good and ef- 
ficient system of rural schools. 

‘Resolved, second, That this assdcia- 
tion recommends the establishment of 
at least one good high schooi in each 
county or parish throughout the entire 
south. 

“Since this association realizes the 
great educational value of manual and, 
industrial training, and since the need 
for such training is so keenly felt 
throughout the south— 

“3. That thé curriculum of every high 
school should include a thorough course 
in manual training. 

“4. That this association expresses sin- 
cere thanks and appreciafion, first, to 
the citizens of .Chattanooga for the 
hearty welcome extended and for the 
many courtesies shown the members of 
the association during their stay in the 
city; second, to the railroads for reduced 
rates and for the numerous courtesies 
extended to the members; third, to the 
hotels f@ the reduced rates given:

for the very full and accurate reports 
of the proceedings; fifth, to the retiring 
Officers of the association for faithful 
and -efficient service in conducting the 
business of the association during their 
terms of office.’’

During Civil War He Was in For- 
rest’s Brigade.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES HOLD AN 
IMPORTANT MEETING. 


President Abercrombie’s Recommen- 


dation as to Military System. 
Wants the Rule Modified. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., July 3.—(Special.j— 
The board of trustees of the Uuiversity 
of Alabama’ met Tuesday afternoon and 
were quite busily engaged throughout the 
afternoon and late into the evening. 
Colonel J. -H. Cadwel] presided at the 
meeting on account of the absence of the 
governor. Those present were Colonel 
Henry B. Foster, Colonel J. H. Cadweil, 
Captain James E. Webb, Hons. Daniel 
Pratt and Hubert Davis, of the board, 
and Messrs. Phares Coleman, S. A. Wood 
and Dr. John Little, of the advisory com- 
mittee, Treasurer James H. Fitts, Secre- 
tary Robinson Hrown and President John 
W. Abercrombie. The death of Colonel 
Martin L. Stansel was made known to 
the board by Colonel Henry B.” Foster_, 
and suitable resolutions were drafted by 
Captain Webb and Mr. Pratt, which were 
adopted by the board, Judge Thomas W. 
Coleman, of Eutaw, was unanimously 
elected as the successpor of Colonel Stan- 
sel on the board of trustees. 

Almost the entire afternoon was taken 
up in listening to the report of the new 
president, Hon. John W. Abercrombie, 
who has been invested with full power 
in administering the affairs of the uni- 
versity. He nominated the entire present 
faculty for reelection, which included the 
officers and Mrs. Chisolm as matron of 
the Annex. The department of philosophy 
and psychology, which ig under the in- 
struction of Professor Forney, he recom- 
mended to be made a full chair in the 
university. 

The following additions’ were made t»> 
the present faculty: Professor Edwin H. 
Foster, instructor jin English and mathe- 
matics, and Professor Malcom C. Burke, 
instructor in Latin and mathematics. 

Perhaps the one change recommended 
by Mr. Abercrombie, which will - be 
learned with much pleasure by the stu- 
dents, was that the present military sys- 
tem be modifted and that it be made prin- 
cipally a department of instruction, that 
the.drills be tri-weekly and that the bar- 
racks as military quarters be done away 
with and the bulldings be used for dormi- 
tories and that the restrictions for those 
living in the dormitory be arranged. It 
was furthermore recommended that rules 
and regulations of the university being 
applicable solely to military discipline 
be abolished and that the president be 
empowered to make such rules as he 
should deem necessary as circumstances 
demanded. This resolution was adopted. 

It Wags recommended by a' special com- 
mittee that the legislature of the state 
of Alabama be memorialized at its next 
session to pass an act authorizing the 
board of trustees of the University cf 
Alabama to abolish or modify the mili- 
tary system of government of this in- 
stitution. This resolution was voted 
against by Colonels Henry B. Foster and 
J. H. Cadwell, who were granted permis- 
sion to spread on the minutes a protest 
against same. It was suggested by the 
president that as the military deparc- 
ment was used‘ principally for physical 
development, that a greatly enlarged 
gymnasium course be substituted and 


‘wesolutions by a. special committee were 


adopted, appropriating: $1,000, or as much 
ag might be necessary for the refurnish- 
ing and refitting of the gymnasium. It 
was ‘decided to make monthly payments 
to the land commissioner for his salary 
and expenses. The salary of the assistant 
in English and mathematigs was fixed 
at $1,200. It was reported by the com- 
mittee on education that as the university 
had no theological department, it should 
cease from conferring the degree of doc- 
tor’ of divinity and that the degree of 
doctor of taws should be conferred on!ly 
on those by whom some remarkable merit 
had been evidenced.

That Old Fox. 

The easy assurance with which the 
republican party has postponed until 
the next session of congress. every 
question in legislation that seemed 
dangerous to their chances {n the com- 
ing congressional campaign only shows 
how confident they are that the Amer- 
ican voters are really what are — 
“easy marks.” 

The leaders of the party are as bold 
in one way as they are cowardly in 
others. They do not hesitate to leg- 
islate any measure, however violative 
of the American spirit or the spirit 
and intents of the constitution, that 
promises to strengthen the party’s 
hold upon the government. At the 
same time they’ are timid to the ut- 
most. degree in pushing any of their 
schemes to a conclusion that for the 
moment may cause a revolt of popu- 
lar sentiment. By long exercise of 
political cunning they have become 
pastmasters in the art of opportunism 
and the greater part of their success 
is due to that adeptness. 

On the other hand, the very spirit of 
democraty breeds individual and local 
independence, and that freedom of 
thought and action is one of the strong 
reasons why it is harder to obtain and 
maintain democratic harmony for 
purely political advantage. Demo- 
crats are as prone to differ among 
themselves as they are to oppose the 
common enemy. To that trait is often 
attributable their most frequent de- 
fe~ts. 

The republicans, for instance, have 
shunted. the ship subsidy steal to the 
sidetrack. They are afraid to discuss 
it before the common people. None of 
their candidates in doubtful districts 
wish to be forced to defend it and so 
the whole measure is léft ‘undeter- 
mined, so that individnal candidates 
can dodge committal to its enormities 
in their campaign work. The ship sub- 
sidy steal is one of those things that 
must be accomplished while the peo- 
ple are off guard and under circum- 

stances that cannot be brought to 
prompt judgment. 

The Fowler gold standard bill is 
also hung up in the legislative limbo. 
While proclaiming that the salvation 
of the country from bankruptcy and 
dishonor was caused by the gold stand- | 
ard policy of the republican party, the 
leaders yet hesitate to imbed that pol- 
icy irrevocably in their legislation.

A Thousand Millions! 
The statement made by Congress- 
man Livingston of the appropriations 
authorized by congress for the present 


fiscal year shows that over one thou-- 


sand millions of dollars are to be ex- 
pended to carry on the transactions 
of the national government. As Mr. 
Livingston cogently says, we are at 
the point of republican extravagance 
where “billion-dollar sessions of con- 
gress” rather than “billion-dollar con- 
gresses” of two sessions: are to be 
come the rule—and even that enor 


mous figure may be but the starting 


point for a yet more prodiga! parcel- 
ling out of the taxes taken from the 
people! 

Will the plain working citizons of 
fhe republic, by whose ballots these 
sumptuous sequestratogs of the reve 
nues of the nation are elected, stop to 
figure what a billion-dollar sessién of 
congress means? Do they realize that 
it calls for a per capita taxation of 
$13.50 for every ‘man, woman and 
child in the union? Do they pause to 
make the addition and get hold of the 
fact that every family of five persons 
in the country at larg2 is thus called 
upon for $67.50 to replenish the pub- 
lic treasury of the nat'ion—not to 
count local, municipal, county and 
state taxes at-all? , 

It is also to be considered that these 
taxes are but a small part of the cost 
imposed upon the citizen. The direct 
levies are but a small proportion of 
the extra prices that protective tariffs 
enable importers and trusts to exact 
from the consumers of the country. 
Within the last six years the avcrage 
cost of living in the United States 
upon the per capita basis has increas- 
ed almost 40 per cent. That means 
that the articles of necessary con- 
sumption by the family that cost $100 
in 1896 now cost $140. The average 
of wages to working people-—the 
bread-winning classes who live~ by 
weekly and monthly wages—has not 
increased meanwhile by as much as 
15 per cent. So that, by the best cal- 
culation, the common pe.ple are taxed 
25 per cent more onerously by the 
price schedule and their direct pay- 
ments to the national treasury have 
gone up from $6.20 in 1896 to $13.50 
in 1902, or more than 100 per cent. 

Remembering that the average an- 
nual wages of the American ¢itizen 
are $412 per capita and deducting the 
$67.50, we find that there is left but 
$344.50 to support the family of five 
persons for a year. The national gov- 
ernment takes from the head of every 
family one day’s wage every week 
from Jahuary to Dec ‘uber in direct 
takes. 

The marvel of American politics is 
to sit down in front of such undé:tiable 
figures and calculate how long the 
great mass of our fellow-citizens wil] 
submit to the extravagancies and in- 
justices perpetrated by the republi- 
can party. How much longer will the 
fetich of an unreasoned and unner. 
essary protective tariff—the mother 
of trusts and extortion—be potent to 
pipe the people into the électoral pro- 
cessions of the party of plutocracy 
and public plunder? 

It would seem that a unified de- 
mocracy could need no further plat- 
form and no more converting argu- 
ments to win the people to its stand- 
ard than the comparative table of 
democratic economy and republican 
rapacity presented by Congressman 
Livingston. If that plain proof of how

Need of Education in the South. 
Editor Constitution: It is owing, in the 
first instance, to inadequate educational con, 
ditions in the southern states that the 
amount of illiteracy and crime is so great. 
If illiteracy be one of the principal causes 
which turb the harmonious thovements of 
sou society, by removing the ceuse we, 
of course, prevent the effects; and if educa- 
tion be one of the mainsprings of civil end 
moral conduct, the more itis diffused the 
more extensively wit] brought into play 
on the stage of life those virtues which 
it has a tendency to produce. The more edu- 


cation a people have the more virtuous, pow- - 


erful and happy will they become; and to igre 
norance alone must the contrary effects be 
imputed. It is indeed a startling truism that 
one in every nine of the voters of the United 
States can nefther read nor. write. In the 
southern states one voter in four i« illiterate. 
In some of the southern states the provortion 
is staggering. In Georgia it is 31.6 per cent. 
in Alabama 33.7 per cent, in Mississippi 33.8 
per cent. in South Carolina 3$5.! per cent, 
and 37.6 per cent in Louisiana. In North 
Carolina 19 per cent of the pure mative stock 
can neither read nor «rite. and Louisiana 
the percentage rises to 20.3. More than half 
of the negro voters of the south can neither 
read nor write. In Georgia, the percentage is 
56.3; in Alabama 59.5, and in Louisiana it 
reached 6!.2 ner cent. In these three states 
the colored votes make up from 44 to 46 
per cent of the total potential vote! 
Surely. this is a very ;startling and grave 
condition of affairs. What is the remedy? 
The extension of the public educational eys- 
tem. The public schoo) is the great leaven- 
ing force for both whites and blacks. Robert 
C. Ogden. of New York. who is probably do- 
ing more than any other single individual 
to promote efucation in the south, outlines 
the plan of the new Southern BEducational 
Board as follows: “GO INTO A LOCALITY 
AND ENCOURAGE THE PEOPLE TO TAX 
THEMSELVES TO BUILD PROPER SCHOOL 
HOUSES AND TO HIRB COMPETENT 
TEACHERS BY OFFERING TO SUPPLE- 
MENT THEIR GIFTS. WHEN THEY 


THREE OR. FOUR YEARS THEY WILL 
TAKE CARE OF THEMSELVES EVER AF- 
TER, BUT A MILLION DOLLARS FOR

ENTRY IN DIARY TELLS STORY 
- 


Stranger Came to Town and Died of 
Smallpox—Body Buried in an 
Old Field. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 3.—(Special.)—A 
very interesting discovery regarding the 
death of a man claiming to be from .Phil- 
adelphia, in 1812 (ninety years ago) at 
Winston-Salem, N. C., has been brought 
to light. 

A grave was discovered some weeks ago 
behind the Salem Iron Works, and was 
supposed to be that of a man wno died 
in 1812 of smallpox. The whole matter 
has been cleared up by reference to an old 
diary of Mrs. Susan Keehln, of Salem: 
The diary says: 

“A single man, aged 25 years, came here 
to this town on the 18th of January, 1812, 
in the evening and being sick stayed at 
the tavern till the 24th-of January, when 
in the morning it was observed that the 


smallpox had broken out on him, when 
he himself requested 'to be put out of town 
and lamented greatly that he should be 
the cause of the spread of smallpox in 
the town and country. Dr. Vierling, how- 
ever, did not know it to be the smallpox 
until everybody could see it plainly, 
therefore Mr. Ward requested him to send 
for Dr. Shuman, of Hausterion. Mr. 
to C. G. Opitz, 
who, with the assistance of George Wat- 
ersen, nursed to the beat of their knowl- 
eige. Dr. Shuman did ali in his poyer to 
his relief, so likewise Mr. Bowie, a gentie- 
man from Abbeville, 8. C. But it could de 
observed tnat it was the will of the Lord 
to take this our friend to his eternal 
home, 

“The smalipox did not rightly break 
out on his body and legs and after much 
suffefing he departed this life on the 29th 
of January, 1812, in “the evening, one-half 
hour past 8 o'clock. It was concluded to 
bury him in the parish grave yard, but 
by the overbearing authority of the Rev. 
Abr. Steiner he was Wuried near Mr. 
Opitz’s house, in his field, by John H. 
Sengseman, Mathew Ri:zhts, William Hol- 
land and Jacob Schultz, at 11 o’clock on 
the 30th of January. After having put 
him in his coffin we carried him to the 
grave and let him down, then sung the 
following two verses: 


‘Whether to the period of this life, 
Be long or short we k1.0w 

’Tis in itself no great weight 
We're pilgrims here beiow. 


“ ‘Now to the earth !et these remains, 
In bh committed be, 

Thig y change shall once obtain 

 Blest importatity.”

“According to his recommendation he 
was born at Philadelphia, Pa., was on a 
visit to the southern states, recommended 
to all good citizens as a well educated 
and honest man. The property he had 
left was as follows: One fur hat, one 
pair saddle bags, one pair of suspenders, 
one jacket pattern, one piece of linen, 
(4 yards), five pair stockings, two pair 
of pantaloons, Jwo jackets, one close- 
bodied coat, one great coat, two pair fine 
shirts, three cotton and two silk hand- 
kerchiefs and $13.30 in money. These ar- 
ticles were written down by Mr. Christian 
in the presence of Conrad Krewser and 
Mathew Rights, January 31, 1812. 

“His recommendation proved afterwards 
to be a piece of forged writing and 
whether he was quite an honest man is 
much doubted.”

600 delegates and several hundred poll-\ 


ticlans who just came up to “look on.”’ 

Everything passed off quietly and in ac- 
cordance with the programme, and no- 
body expressed any dissatisfaction ~ with 
anything that was done. In fact, it was 
commented on at the capitol yesterday 
as a thoroughly harmonious and, barr- 
ing the heat, pleasant party gathering. 

The extraordinary harmony of the oc- 
casion was generally commented on by 
every one who kept up with the pro- 
ceedings of the convention. The one or 
two brief litle disputes were soon satis- 
factorily settled, and the expected tilt 
on the question of indorsing local op- 
tion did not comg The platform was 
réported late in the afternoon, and then 
many of the delegates failed to return. 
Not one word of protest was raised to 
the conservative expression that was 
made on that subéect. It seemed to 
méet with the full approval of all those 
present, and it was adopted unanimously. 

The adjournment of the convention 
brought sighs of relief from the capitol 
officials. While the most of them have 
little to contend with politically, the days 
preceding the primary and the conven- 
tion are always a strain upon them, and 
they feel best when those days have 
passed. 

Everywhere a general satisfaction is 
expressed with the work the convention 
did. The people generally join in the 
feeling of relief, for they feel that this 
means an end of state politics, at least, 
for another two years. The October elec- 
tion is yet to come, it is true, but that 
is now merely formal and perfunctory, 
so far aS results are concerned. 

The platform meets the general ap- 
proval of democrats, and they are satis- 
fied that the interests of the state are 
still to be kept in safe and careful hands. 


SENATOR PAT SULLIVAN. 
ON. J. FERRIS CANN, present sen- 
- ator from the first district, remained 
in the city yesterday in order to attend 
the session of the depot committee, of 
which he is a member. In reference to 
pending political conditions, Senator 
Cann took occasion to express his grati- 
fication upon the cordial response which 
met the announcement of the candidacy 
of his friend and colleague, Senator 
-Patrick J. Sullivan, of the éighteenth dis- 
trict, for president pro tem. of the next 
senate. Under the prevailing rotation 
system, the personnel of the senate 
changes with each session, but- the 
eighteenth district affords an exception 
to the general rule, and Senator Sullivan 
will sicceed himsef without opposition, 
Senator Cann, while in the city, had oc- 
casion to mingle with a large number of 
the nominees who will constitute the 
next senate, and remarked that without 
exception every nominee for the senate 
he had met was enthusiastic in his sup- 
port of the can@idacy of Senator Sulli- 
van. Senator Cann reports that his sec- 
tion of the state is entirely unanimous in 
their advocacy of Senator Sullivan for 
Ahis positiqn, and that so far no oppo- 
sition has developed, and it is understood 
that Senator Sullivan will be elected 
ungy/mously without opposition.

Talk of Putting Prohibition 
Candidate at Head of Em- 
ory College. 


PROMINENTLY MENTIONED 
AS DR. DOWMAN’S SUCCESSOR 


Speculation as to the New Head of 
the College Continues Among 
Emory Alumni — Trustees 
Will Meet To Fill Va- 
cancy on July 11. 


The name of Hon: Dupont Guerry, of 
Macon, is being considered in connection 
with the presidency of Emory college. 

Since the resignation of Dr. C. EB. Dow- 
man a few days ago there has been 
much speculation as to who would be 
his successor. Several prominent minis- 
ters and lawyers have been spoken of as 
men likely to be tendered the position, 
among these being Rev. J. E. Dickey and 
Rev. H. 8. Bradley, of this city, and W. 
L. Weber, of Oxford, who at present 
fills the English chair at Emory. But 
the latest suggestion is that of Hon. Du- 
pont Guerry, of Bibb. : 

Several prominent Atlantans and alum- 
ni of the college yesterday were discuss- 
ing the matter and spoke as if they 
thought it very likely that Mr. Guerry 
would be considered when the ‘trustees 
met to choose Dr. Dowman’s successor. 
Those who were speaking of the matter 
were unanimous in the opinion that Mr. 
Guerry would make an excellent execu- 
tive for the Institution. They referred to 
him as one of the brainiest men in the 
state and one possessing aggressiveness 
and a business capacity that would make 
him eminently qualified to fill the place. 


Business Men Wanted. 


They spoke of the fact that the ten- 
dencies of the times were toward the 
placing at the head of institutions of 
learning Christian laymen, men who had 
had experience in the affairs of the world 
and who possessed business qualifica- 
tions. 

They spoke of the fact that the Uni- 
versity of Georgia had at the present 
time its first layman chancellor, and the 
same is true of Mercer. Princeton uni- 
versity recently broke its record for min- 
isters by electing Woodrow Wilson as 
president of that institutton. 

The matter was discussed at some 
length and there seemed to be a una- 
nimity in regard to Mr. Guerry possess- 
ing to an eminent degree such qualifica- 
tions as would make him successful as 
president of an institution of learning. 

Mr. Guerry is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, but he has for several 
years been a member of the board of 
trustees of Emory college. . 

The board will meet in Atlanta on July

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it not injurious to the cotton, but a 
positive benefit in that it feeds on the 
cotton louse, which does a great amount 
of harm to the plant. Professor Fiske’s 


article is as follows: 

“Every one knows that the cotton, in 
common with nearly all other kinds of 
plants, is subject to the attack of in- 
sects, but very few realize the immense 
variety of them that depend more or less 
upon this staple for food. The cotton 
worm, cotton boll worm, Mexican eotton 
boll weevil, cotton louse, etc., are but a 
few examples of the most common, but 
fortunately only a few are at all apt 
to appear in serious numbers, and these 
are very variable in their appearance. 
Sometimes they occur in such abundance 
as to appear to jeopardize the en- 
tire crop in a more or less extended area, 
while again their numbers are so insig- 
nificant as to pass unnoticed. 

“This striking variability is due in part 
to a great many causes, some of them 
easy to understand, others more obseure 
in their nature. Nothing is of greater 
importance though than the weather con- 
ditions at certain seasons of ‘the year. 
Most insects thrive on a dry and warm 
season, while the opposite is true of 
fungous diseases. Last year thé excéssive 
rains and long continued periods of cloudy 
weather made the conditions very favor- 
abie for the latter mentioned, and the re- 
sult was an outbreak, quite serious in 
sume sections, of the fungous disease 
known as cotton anthracnose. This sea- 
son the dry and hot weather which has 
continued throughout May and June, will, 
unless July and’ August are extremely 
wet, render a recurrence of this disease 
extremely improbable, but it has been 
very favorable to the insects. 

‘Luckily, most of the insect pests are 
restricted to a few generations per year, 
and it will on that account require more 
than one favorable season for such va- 
rieties to increase to alarming numbers. 
A few are, however, different in their na- 
ture, producing a new generation every 
ten days or two weeks, and these sorts 
will, unless some other natural cause in- 
tervenes, increase many thousand fold in 
the course of a favorable season. 

“The cotton louse belongs to the latter 
class. This insect only requires about 
ten days to develop from a newly-born 
young to an adult capable of producing 


young on its own account, and the rate 


of increase would be almost beyond com- 
putation and not natural causes intervene 
and prevent such a disaster. It is very 
safe to say that without such interven- 
tion this insect alone would practically 
ruin the cotton crop the first. season that 
it was allowed free sweep. 

“But nature takes care of her own, 
both plants and insects, and such a ca¢ 
lamity as that just mentioned will prob- 
ibly never take place. So sure as an in- 
rect passes the bounds prescribed for it 
ind threatens serious destruction of the 
‘varieties. of plants which’ serve as its

partment several times of late. The 
season has been especially favorable for 
the cotton louse, and many complaints 
have been received concerning it. Re- 
cently nearly every mail has brought in 
descriptions or specimens of a new in- 
Sect which the planters are. finding in 
numbers’on their cotton, and which they 
fear is going to work them further mis- 
chief. Most of these inquiries have been 
from the middle tier of counties— Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Twiggs, Houston, 
Schley, Monroe and Marion—but other 
sendings were from farther south. It is 
with a great deal of pleasure that we 
afe enabled to assure our correspondents 
that for once there is no harm to be ap- 
prehended from the abundance of the 
insect in question, but most decidedly 
the contrary. It proves to be one of the 
true lady bugs, known as the Convergent 
Lady Bug. on account of the two con- 
verging white lines en the black area 
just back of the head, and, like ali others 
of its family which I have yet found in- 
habiting Georgia, is beneficial in its na- 
ture.- All of them feed largely, if not ex- 
clusively, upon the different kinds of 
scale insects and plant lice, and this one, 
which has several times before been 
noticed preying upon the plant lice in- 
festing fruit trees, has attacked the cot- 
ton louse this season in a very business- 
like manner. Both the young and the 
adult are very voracious, and devour im- 
mense quantities of lice. Another form 
of this bug is bright orange in color, 
with black spots, and may be found at- 
tached to the leaves and stems of cotton 
or other louse-infested plants. One of 
the specimens received was attached to a 
leaflet of locust growing beneath a large 
plum tree which was covered with lice. 
It is specimens of this form which are 
more commonly, sent us for determina- 
tion, offentimes fifteen or twenty being 
attached to the tip of a cotton stalk, and 
nearly always on arrival some of them 
will have hatched into active individuals. 
The eggs are pale orange in color, and 
are laid in little clusters in situations 
where the young, which are very strong 
and active from the first, will have no 
difficulty in finding food. Two or three 
weeks, if the weather is favorable and 
food abundant, will be sufficient for their 
entire transformation, and they will 
pass successively through larger and 
larger stages of active crawling larvae, 
then through the resting stage, or pupa, 
and, finally oecoming active again, they 
acquire wings, and are ready to lay eggs 
for another and more numerous genera- 
tion. In the autumn, when the food gup- 
ply becomes scarce and finally exhausted, 
the full grown lady bugs seek sheltered 
places in the woods, under the rough 
bark of the trees, among dried leaves, 
etc., and in the earliest spring come 
forth in numbers greatly diminished by 
the hardships of the winter, but with 
courage unabated. 

“As an illustration of the queer places 
which they choose for winter quarters, 
I once found a large colony, perhaps 
numbering hundreds, snugly ensconced 
among the bases of the leaves which 
thickly covered -the twigs of a young 
long-leaved pine. 

“In conclusion, regarding the appear- 
ance of these insects in cotton fields, I 
would repeat that there can be no ques- 
tion as to their beneficial nature: Every 
one of them represents thé death of hun- 
dreds of cotton. lice, and the prevention 
of future generations of thousands. 
Though these pests may still be numerous 
and doing some injury, it must not be 
forgotten that were it not for the check 
given by their eremy they would be 
present in numbers that might not in- 
jure merely, but destroy. Protect them, 
therefore, and do nothing that will htuo- 
der them in their good work.

WILL PUT MATTER UP TO 
CITY AND T/) SPENCER 


Letters Will Be Writt/h to the City, 
the Georgia Railroad and Presiag, 
dent Spencer Asking for 
Specific and Official 
Replies at Once. 


The members of the stateydepot com- 
mittee are,now fully satintcl that they 


will be unable to build a new passen-— 


ger depot.on the state’s property under 
the present bill, and so expressed them- 
selves at the meeting held yesterday in the 
governor's office; but they are determined 
to carry the question out to its last anal- 
ysis and to use every means possible to 
accomplish the object if such a thing 
as success is to be had. 

After a two hours’ discussion of the 
matter yesterday the committee decided 
to write letters to the city council, to the 
Georgia and Central railroads, and to 
President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern, asking for certain definite and spe- 
cific replies to certain definite and spe- 
cific questions, and the replies, it is sup- 
posed, will settle the matter one way 
or another without farther delay. 

The city will be asked* whether or not 
it is willing to give up 2 or 30 feet of 
Wall street and whether it is willing for 
the proposed changes to be made in 
Pryor street and in the Whitehall street 
viaduct. The two railroads- named will 
be asked whether they will permit the 
use of certain portions of property claim- 
ed by them on which the depot struc- 
ture would encroach and on whét con- 
Gitions. 7 i 

The letter to Presfdent Spencer, which 
Governor Candler was authorized to 
send him, will make specific -answer to 
each of the objections and conditions set 
forth in Mr. Spencer’s recent letter to 
the governor, published in full in The 
Constitution. It will state’ what condi- 


tions the depot committee can comply 
with and those. it will have to reject as 
out of the committee’s power under the 
law. It will also state that Georgia will 
look not only after her own interests 
but those of the city of Atlanta, in which 
the state is as much interested as any- 
body else, if not more so. 


Spencer’s Letter Discussed. 

Governor Candler presided at yester- 
day’s meeting of the committee, and there 
were present Senators J. Ferris Cann and 
John N. Holder, and Representatives 
Thomas Egleston anu W. A. Knowles. 
The absent members were Representa- 
tives G. V. Gress and Byron B. Bower, 
Jr. Hon, E. T. Brown, special attorney 
of the Western and Atlantic railread, was 
also present. The committee from. the city 
council, composed of Councilman J. 
Frank Beck and Alderman LaHatte, ac- 
companied by City Engineer Clayton, was 
also present and took part in the dis- 
cussion, . ' 

President Spencer’s letter to, the gov- 
ernor was taken up and discussed in all 
its phases.. It was thought that most 
of the conditions made by President 
Spencer could be complied with. The 
important matters were to secure, if pos- 
sible, the assent of the city to the use 
of portions of the street wanted, and to 
get the consent of the railroads to use 
whatever property belonging to them it 
may be necessary to use in building the 
depot. 

Goverror Candler said he did not think 
there was any question about the Geor- 
gia railroad’s assenting to the use of 
whatever portion of its property might 
be necessary. The property claimed by 
the Central railroad which might be need- 
ed is in litigation, and that question is 
therefore in doubt. 

“It was a great mistake,” said Gov- 
ernor Candler, ‘‘to put that clause in the 
bill making the assent of the railroads to 
the plan a preliminary to building. If 
we had been allowed to go ahead and 
build the depot without any such con- 
ditions, I am satisfied that we could not 
bave driven any of the railroads out 
of there with a gatling gun.’’ 

Wants Official Keplies. 

Senator Cann moved that it be ascer- 
tained what rigats are necessary to be 
secured from the city, and that an of- 
ficial communication be addressed to the 
city asking for an Official reply as to 
just what it is willing to do in the matter. 
After considerabg discussion this motion 
was adopted, as was also one with refer- 
ence to obtaining similar information 
from the railroads named. 

“That means more delay,” said Gov- 
ernor Candler, when the discussion be- 
an. ) 
ge Cann Thetent it was out of the 
question to build a depot under the pres- 
ent bill,. but held that the committee 
should exhaust every means in its power 
before reporting back to the legislature. 

Alderman LaHatte expressed it as his 
personal opinion’ that the city would as- 
sent to any reasonable request which 
would result in the building of a new 
depot. 

“Mr. Spencer first said he wanted only 
the ground plans,” gaid Senator Holder. 
“Now he wants the detailed plans and 
specifications and a comtractor’s bid. 
How do we kiiow the won't object to them 
iff we should procure them. He might 
reject them altogether. We have no 
means of knowing what he is going to 
put on us next.” 

Mr. Egleston thought the committee 
had nothing to do with Mr. Spencer, and 
Senator Holder thought it had everything 
to do with him, since he seemed to have 
the say so as to whether the depot should 
be built. 

The question of procuring detatied plans 
and specifications was next discussed. 
The governor said the committee had no 
money for that purpose. M. Egleston 
and other members of the committee 
thought Architect Gilbert would be will- 
ing to draw these detailed plans and let 
his remuneration be contingent on the 
success of the project. . 

“Tf he is not willing to back what he 
eays he can do,” said Senator Cann, 
“then he must be a mighty poor wrchi- 
tect, and we made e ee in getting 
him.”’ 

Mr. Egieston thought there would be 
no doubt about securing the detailed 
plans under such terms. 

: Tired of Coquetting. . 

“rt am tired of this coquetting with Mr. 
S-encer,” said Senator Cann. “We ought 
te put this matter up to the cRy and: 
up to Mr. Spencer, and then if the plans 
fail let them bear the blame, or which- 
ever one of them it may fail upon.”

It was just here th © Senator Cann’s 
motion was adopted, and Mr. Brown 
will at once address specific letters to 
the city and to the railroads interested 
asking if they are willing to make the 
necessary concessions. ; 

The committee then went into execu- 
tive segsion and after a HUttle further dis- 
cussion decided to send to President 
Spencer the first of the letters Governor 
Candler read. 

This letter answers each of Mr. Spen- 

’s objejons and states that the de- 
pot commit can comply with; the ma- 
jority of the .nditions which he makes. 
It also informs him that the state will 
look after the interests of Atlanta in 
spite of the fact that he diq@ not seem to 
think so. Governor Candler decided not 
to give the léetjer out for publicaion un- 
til after he has had a reply from Mr. 
Spencer. In the letter Mr. Spencer is 
ask if he will. assent to the plan pro- 
vided the city’s assent to requests made 
is secured and provided the proper plans 
are supplied. An answer will be await- 
ed with interest, though it is by no means 
expected to change the status of the sit- 
ua'tion, 

City Has Already Answered. 

Unofficially a reply has already been 
made by the city council to the communi- 
cation which will be addressed it by tae 
depct committee, 

It is well-known, practicgily, what the 
depot commifittee will ask of the city. It 
desires to secure % or 30 feet of Wall 
street, to lower the grade of Pryor and 
Loyd streets and to elevate the Whitehall 
street viaduct. 

Several days ago The Constitution pre- 
sented interviews with each member of 
the city council, and all of them without 
exception said they woulda be opposed to 
granting any such rights to the state for 
the construction of the depot. There is 
little doubt that this will also be the 
official answer of the city to the depot 
commission when the cammunication is 
received. 

Senator Cann and ethers stated at th» 
meeting that in their opinion the refusal 
of the city to accede co the requests of 
tne state, would mean the depot could not 
be built on the present site. However, 
they wanted an official reply from the 
city and that is the reasen why the com- 
munication was sent.

SAMFORD INDORSES 


Says Governor Has Always Fought 
for Party and Should Be Nominated. 

Opelika, Ala., July 3.—(Special.)—Today 
Captain T. D. ‘Samford, one of the most 
prominent young attorneys in east Ala- 
bama, chairman of the Lee county dem- 
ocratic executive. committee’ and son of 
the late lamented Governor William J. 
Samford, in an interview said: 

‘Tt do not. know whether there will be 
opposition to Governor Jelks or not. I 
hope there will be none. I do not think 
there SDught to ‘be, and I see no good 
reason for it: His democracy cannot 
be questioned, and he has always fought 
the battles of the party. He has admin- 
- istered the affairs of the executive office 
with care and economy, and with con- 
‘gervatism ané ability.

The new quarters of the Tabernacle In- 
firmary and Home for the Helpless ‘and 
Homeless, at 42 Spring street, were 


Opened yesterday with a'reception which 


lasted from 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
to 10 o’clock last night. 

This institution is one of the features 
of: the Tabernacle © system of charities, 
and while it is not under the supervision 
of the Tabernacle Baptist church as. an 


| ecclesiastical body, still it receives gen- 


eral direction from that church. The 
home 4s controlled by a board 2f thirty 
ladies, of which Mrs. W. H. Wiggs, of 
160 West North avenue, is president. Dr. 
Len G. Broughton, who founded the in- 
stitution, is greatly interested in It and 
gives it much of his time and thought. 

The new quarters of the institution con- 
sists of a two-story building gontaining 
fourteen rooms. It is divided into two 
departments. In the infirmary depart- 
ment there are fourteen beds and in the 
dormitory department there are twelve. 

The work of the institution is altogeth- 
er of a charitable nature. Where pa- 
tients are able to pay thev will do so, but 
those who cannot nay will be taken free 
of charge. The dormitory department its 
for helpless women and children. The 
women who are taken here do the work 
about the institution and in this manner 
earn their living while employment is be- 
ing found for them. Over 200 women 
were taken fn and given employmen: in 
this way last year. 

Training School for Nurses. 

In connection with the infirmary iecpart- 
ment a training schoW for nurses will be 
established. Applications have alrendy 
been received from twenty-five young wo- 
men who will take the course ‘n nurse 
training in connection with the Taberna- 
cle Bible course. Nearly all will take 
these courses as preparatory work: for 
entering the missionary field in foreign 
lands. 

‘A wofk which is entirely new in this 
part of the country will also be done by 
these young women. The city will be di- 
vided into districts and a systm of dis- 
trict nursing will be established. The 
homes of the poor will be visited and 
where sickness is found which calls for 
trained nursing the young women will 
go to them and will take turns in doing 
the work. 

Chicago is the only city in America 
which has this system in its perfected 
form. Dr. Broughton thinks that in a 
few months he will ,have an admirahle 
system in Atlanta and that great good 
will be done by it. This work will be un- 
der the direction of Miss Schweizler, who 
is a graduate of the University of Zu- 
rich. 

The matron of the home is Miss Julia 
C. Pressley, who received her training in 
New York hospitals in clerical work. She 
was also in the Red Cross service dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war. 

‘The patients will be given such medical 
attention as they need by a medical 
board, which consists of Drs. E. C. Davis, 
J. D. Cromer, R. R. Kime, H. R. Don- 
aldson, J. M. Crawford, A. E. Wheeler, 
James N. Brawner, William Crenshaw, 
Joe Broughton and Monroe Smith, 

This institution, which was originally 
known as the Tabernacle Home and In- 
firmary, wag founded nearly two years 
ago and has done a great work. Its old 
quarters were on the McDonough road 
just outside the city limits. In the new 
and commodious quarters the friends of 
the institution hope that its usefulness 
will be greatly increased.

The need of.such a club has” long been 
apparent, and there has been ‘much dis- 
cussion as to the inauguration of a 
movement for {ts organization. However, 
in the past nothing beyond discussion has 
ever been done. 

Yesterday several prominent railway 
men went to work on the matter in 
earnest, and by Jast night over 100 offi- 
Clals of the eity had signified their in- 
tention to ally themselves with the or- 
ganization. It is thought that fully 250 
members can be Secured for it without 
the least difficulty. 

The matter will be pushed by those 
who are chiefiy interested in it, and a 
preliminary meeting will be held in a 
few days, at which a temporary organi- 
zation will be effected. Both Cincinnati 
and New Orleans have floufishing trans- 
portation clubs, and the officials who are 
working for such an organization in At- 
lanta argue that it ig beneath the dignity 
of Atlanta as a railway center to be 
without it. 

Illinois Central Joins in Fight. 

Louisville, Ky., July 3.—The_. Illinois 
Central has joined the Southern in the 
fight against the Louisville and Nashville 
for freight to competitive points, and 
has issued a circular similar in purport to 
that of the Southern railway. As a re-

The Central of Georgia is moving large 


. quantities of early peaches just at this 


time. On July 2 twenty-two cars were 
moved, the total number moved since 
the beginning of the season being 341. 
This is quite a good business, and is 
declared by the officials of the Central to 
be the best in three years. These 
peaches are all early varieties. The 
Elbertas will not begin to move until 
about July 15. 

The Georgia railroad reports a splendid 
movement of watermelons, ahout twenty 
cars being moved daily. Many of these 
are delivered to the Atlantic Coast Line 
at Augusta for shipment to the east. 
When the north Georgta peaches begin 
to move the fast fruit line via the West- 
ern and Atlantic, the Georgia and the 
Atlantic Coast Line will in all probabil- 
ity be put into service again.
